Brian Neville, vice president of 
the National Center of Con- 
stitutional Studies formerly the 
Freeman Institute of Salt Lake 
City, which was created by Cleon 
Scouson, was the speaker at the 
Republican Women’s Meeting 
which was held at the home of 
Marilyn Urry on Friday. 

He said the national in- 
debtness is not only 1.5 trillion 
but an added S trillion which are 
unfunded expenses. Can you 
imagine how much 6.5 trillion 
are. That's 12 zeros. As you 
know, but I’m not sure that I do 
each time a zero is added going 
back from right to left it is 
multiplied by 10. Let’s take 65 
easy, right.

trillion dollars. 

Mr. Neville advised ‘‘This is 
the best year to get out of debt. If 
you are paying on your home, 
sinch your belts and pay double 
on your principle. If you pay only 
$30. more each month you can 
pay off a 30 year mortgage in 15 
years.” 

Just think how much interest 
you could save in an extra 15 
years not to mention the $30 a 
month plus the full principle and 
interest you are now paying. It is 
the best money management on 
the market today. 

In 1960 the U.S. produced 
2,574,590,000 barrels of oil. Now 
times that by 10 then times that 
again. It staggers my imagina- 
tion to think of our far, far out of 
control is a billion times a billion 
six and a half times. 

It's easy to write 6.5 T or as 
buying a Toyota at 5995 as if it 
meant $59.95. 

It may be a poor comparison 
but if we produced 24 times the 
oil that we do still would be short 
of the 6.5 trillion barrels of oil. 

I don't think how much-a 
barrel of oil is worth so I cannot 
figure from worth. Perhaps if for 
a year every barrel of oil went to 
pay for past wild spending might 
put us back in the black again. 
But who wants to.
